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Applicant argues in the after-final remarks, on page 10, in substance that: 

"Referring to Claim 1; In the Response to Arguments the Examiner indicated that "first and second instruction sets are broadly 
interpreted as first and second sets of Instructions. Any group of instructions may be considered a set of instructions." Respectfully, such 
an interpretation is contrary to the plain meaning of "instruction set" used in the art and as defined in the specification. For example, 
consider the dictionary definition of 'instruction set" given as "the repertoire of arithmetic and logical operations of a computer. All 
programs exist in a computer as sequences of instructions drawn from the instruction set" (see Penguin Dictionary of Electronics, 3ra Ed. 
1998) (emphasis added). Thus, an "instruction set" Is not merely a group of instructions, but a repertoire of instructions available. Given 
the plain meaning of'instruction set," the Examiner's reconsideration of the previous response is respectfully requested." 

While fully considered, this argument has been deemed non-persuasive because although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993). The examiner has not found an explicit definition of'instruction set" in the specification. Applicant does list example 
instruction sets such as the ARM and THUMB sets, but these are merely exemplary. The Microsoft Computer Dictionary, 4*^ Edition," 
1999, has defined "instruction set" as the set of machine instructions that a processor recognizes and can execute." The examiner 
asserts that Lavi meets this definition of "instruction set" in that the first set of instructions from program memory is recognized and 
executed by the processor and the second set of instructions from the CLIW array, which is different from the first set, is also recognized 
and executed by the processor. 
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
